Calcium Lljjht Pl»ya a Part. 


BALTIMORE,' Feb. 17.—J. F. Eline, elec- 


trician o£ tliis city, who formerly worked 
with Edison in the letter's laboratory, has 
demonstrated that the ordinary calcium 
light, known better to scientists as the 
Drummond or lime light, would produce 
results 'similar to the cathode rays. In 
the first experiment Mr. Eliue tried with 
calcium light he focused the rays through, 
a board one-eighth of an inch thick and 
through an ordinary photographer's plate 
made of a paper composition, which is en- 
tirely: unaffected by ordinary rays of light.

ation bill. 
The report is in favor of the

The Senate Forecast. 


The prospects me for a busy week in the 


senate, but outside uf the Monroe doctrine 
and the appropriations bills no duliuitc 
forecast of the proceedings can be given. 


Senator Davis' speech is expected to bo a 


strong iiiid logical expression of the views 
ofc the more advanced advocates of the 
Monroe doctrine. 


There are three of the appropriations bills 


on the senate culendar, but ic is not be- 
lieved that- any of them, unless it be the 
consular and diplomatic bill, will arouse 
any prolonged debate. This bill affords 
an opportunity to. discuss foreign affairs 
generally, and, it- is very ra-rely allowed to 
pass without souaiors availing themselves 
of this opening tu discuss diplomatic 
questions. Io is also possible that the 
pension bill will be taken advantage of to 
discuss thu question at some length.

What emphasizes this evidence 
is the fact that his coat being wrapped 
around u, pieco of railroad iron has never 
been mentioned in the newspapers. 


Another circumstance that supports 


Jackson's story that tiie conveyance used 
was a surrey, and that he abandoned it in 
fright on that tragic night, is the fact tho-s 
a gentleman of Newport, driving toward 
Fort Thomas in a buggy on that Saturday 
morning about B o*clock, met .a surrey, 
drawn by a gray horse with two men on 
tho front seat, and collided .with it. Ho 
got out, and the men in the surrey drove 
on toward Newport at a furious rate. 
This man's name is not given, but he will 
be ou hand when required as a witness. 


To clinch the matter, a procession of 


carriages containing policemen and re- 
porters started at 12:15 to Fort, Thomas 
Saturday night.

andria pike near Fort Thomas. After 
driving a short distance, Jackson stopped 
just where a blind lane set out from the 
road and stopped. ."Here," said ho, "is 
where thuy took the lady out, tailing me 
to turn the carriage around and .wait." 
George H. Jackson lias not been to the 
seuno of the murder since it was com- 
mitted. Where he stopped iu tiie dark- 
ness was about 2UO yards from tho spot 
where Pearl Bryan wa^ found., duad on 
the morning of Feb. I.
